Within the plant area Enka owns 
and maintains nine tracks, each with 
a distinct purpose.

Mr. Gregg then squares away his 
switching plans and at 9 a. m. when 
the freight arrives has his action 
scheduled. “When that Southern 
locomotive hits the trestle (eastern 
end of the plant), it's all ours," he 
explained, "and we're responsible 
for all switching and operations un- 
til it leaves the plant and heads for 
Canton or back to Asheville."

‘Total loans now in force—1400— 
amount to $295,861.82, This is 
about $100,000 less than for the same 
period last year, the Credit Union 
reports, and explains the $1800 drop 
in net profit for the first three months 
this year as compared with the first 
quarter of 1951. 

The net profit drop—the C. U's 
profit the first quarter of 1952 after 
salaries and operating expenses was 
$3012.78—also is attributable to the 
plant's production curtailment and 
resultant layoffs. This reduced C.U. 
membership from 2950 a year ago to 
about 2750 now.
